There are several things that you must 
I cope with if you travel in a foreign coun- 
.* try without a tour guide.

Language, money exchange, transpor- 
Itation, tipping, hotels, restaurants, a

By limiting our trip to only England 
- and Scotland we thought wc‘ had over- 
1 come the language barrier. We both 
¡ spoke English or so we thought. In both 
" countries we were met with a friendli- 
¡ ness and welcome that was very easy to 
accept but they thought WE had the ac- 
• cent! The Scots speak with a burr that is 
¡delightful. The English speak in very 
•precise tones, wasting few words, but 
Z after a few days you learn to understand 
¡ and appreciate their clear cut answers.

We arrived in England shortly after 
¡th e monetary system was changed so 
- they were struggling, too, on transferring 
: shillings and guineas to new pence. 
¡Under the new system, ten new pence is 
-worth one pound. The rate of exchange 
¡was $2.40 in American money for each 
•pound, so by mentally multiplying by 
12V2 the pence or pounds, we could get a 
¡fair idea of the American equivalent. 
• Even in large department stores or men’s 
¡stores the price was usually attached to 
I the display in the window so it took some 
-adjusting‘not to be carried away by a 
Z sign such as 2-60 thinking it $2.60 rather 
• than $7.10. American money was worth- 
Z less in most small stores. Hotels and 
I restaurants would make the change, but 
• the charge would be 10 cents for each 
I pound. By making this exchange at the 
• bank the rate would be 2 cents for each 
Z pound. Either cash or traveler’s checks 
¡ were welcomed . . . a personal 
check 
• needed identification. 
¡ 
Hotels and restaurants included the 
• tip in their bills. Wherever we went we 
- found breakfast included with the price 
¡of the room. “Bed and breakfast” held 
- for small tourist homes, large hotels, 
¡ and seemed a universal practice in both 
¡ Scotland and England. 
If you asked for the subway you were 
¡ directed to an underground street that 
; crossed from one comer to another. The 
I tube is our subway and the underground 
¡ is the underground railroad that criss- 
• crossed London. 
I 
It took us several days to master the 
¡ above and get a slant on their vocabu- 
Z lary. Petrol is gasoline. There are no ele- 
Z vators in department stores . . . only 
¡ lifts. Porridge is always oatmeal. A buffet 
Z bar is a cafeteria. Lawyers are barristers 
¡ or solicitors. 
A barber has the sign in front, “Gentle- 
I men’s Hairdresser.” The ladies powder 
; room is either a Ladies Cloakroom or the 
- Ladies Toilet. For men, the sign is al- 
Z ways, Gentlemen’s Toilet and wherever 
• we went in England, restaurant, hotel, 
museum, we found the toilet to be the old 
I fashioned water closet with the tank at* 
- tached to the ceiling. You pulled the 
I chain to flush, then stepped aside as the 
water gushed in! 
Both the English and Scots serve meals 
¡ at regular hours only. Breakfast would 
¡ be from 8 until 10 say, lunch from 11:30 
- until 2:30 and dinner from 6 until 8. Tea 
¡ with sandwiches or cakes would come at 
- 4 or 4:30 in the afternoon. When we 
would sign into a hotel or tourist home, 
• the question was always asked, “would 
- you like morning tea? a morning paper?” 
¡ If so, your tea and paper would be 
I brought to the room at 7 a.m., or when 
I you wished to be called.

Only one man has been elec­ 
trocuted in the state in the last 
20 years, and none since June 
15, 1961 To my way of think­ 
ing, the “ cruel and unusual” 
punishment is the very uncer­ 
tainty of a death sentence. 
A national poll has checked 
public sentiment on the death 
penalty for several years. They 
reported 62 per cent of Ameri­ 
cans favored the death penal­ 
ty for murderers in 1936. By 
1967, those in favor had dropped, 
to 42 per cent. 
Thirteen, states have abolish­ 
ed the death penalty or restrict­ 
ed its use. Many other states 
abolished 
capital 
punishment, 
only to reinstate it later. Most 
European, countries have abol­ 
ished capital punishment with 
little noticeable effect on the 
crime rates. 


There are strong arguments 
both for and against death as 
the ultimate penalty for crime. 
Indiana Attorney General Theo­ 
dore L. Sendak i s ,one of those 
who feels it should be retained 
as a deterrent to crime. 
Sendak 
said: 
“ Many 
crim ­ 
inals escape punishment; none 
of the 
victims 
ever do. 
We 
must weigh the execution of the 
convicted murderer against the 
loss of life of his victims and 
of the possible victims of other 
potential m urderers.” 


The Attorney General ticked 
off 
official 
statistics 
showing 
the certainty of punishment cuts 
down on crime, whereas,, the 
lenient and permissive approach 
increases crime by geometric 
proportions. His statistics show 
a correlation in the decline of 
executions and the increases in 
violent deaths. 
Sendak. 
concluded: 
“ Oppon­ 
ents of the death penalty may 
rejoice that in. 1968 there were 
47 few'er murders executed in 
this country than was the case 
in 1962. But they say little of the 
fact that some 5,250 more inno­ 
cent persons died by criminal 
violence in 1968 than was the 
case in 1962.” 
What is the answer?

know, 
but 
the 
Supreme 
Court will tell us when they 
hear the 135 cases on appeal.

Go to Church — whoever preaches 


If the statue of Benjamin Franklin should suddenly come to life and that fine old 
American patriot step down and take a look about him, would he be amazed at what 
he saw? Perhaps not as much as we might be inclined to think. 
Dr. Franklin possessed vision — a vision that might have given him an insight 
into the future of his country. He possessed a scientific mind and might possibly have 
realized some of the future wonders of science. Moreover, he possessed wisdom and 
knowledge of fundamentals — the truths that never change. 


Many people offer as their excuse for staying away from church — they “ do not 
like the pastor” — they “do not like” this or that. “ Listen” to what Franklin said in a 
letter to his niece: 


“ GO CONSTANTLY TO CHURCH, whoever preaches. The act of devotion in the 
Common Prayer Book is your principal business there and if properly attended to will 
do more toward amending the heart than sermons generally can do . . . yet I do not 
mean you should despise sermons, even of the pastors you dislike, for the discourse is 
often much better than the man — as sweet and clear waters come through very dirty 
earth.” 


SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON OF THE WEEK 
- To Refuse God’s Love Is Serious 


By EARL L. DO I GLASS 


The 
International 
Sunday 
School Lesson for May 23 is en­ 
titled 
“ When 
People 
Refuse 
God’s Love.” Last week’s lesson 
dealt with God’s love for people 
Through the writings of the Pro­ 
phet Hosea the truth was set 
forth that God loves mankind 
and is determined to bring it 
.into the circle of his loving 
purpose. 
Today’s lesson (May 23) sets 
forth the seriousness of refusing 
God’s Love. This lesson is taken 
from the prophecy of Isaiah, one 
of the three Major Prophets 
found in the Old Testament. The 
writings of twelve Minor Pro­ 
phets are also found in the Old 
Testament—Minor because they 
left fewer prohecies or sermons 
and also because they were of 
minor 
importance 
compared 
with the three Major Prophets, 
Isaiah. Jerem iah and Ezekiel. 
There were non-literary prophets 
such as Elijah and Elisha, who 
apparently left no written ac­ 
count of their lives or of their 
beliefs, Isaiah was a man of 
great distinction in his day. be­ 
lieved, by some scholars to have 
been a member of the royal 
family which presided over the 
destinies of the Southern King­ 
dom. The utterances of Isaiah 
have about them a force and 
beauty not excelled by any other 
prophets. 
Rejection Of God’s Offer 
All the propneis tooth Major 
and Minor) denounced the sins 
of those who dwelt in the North 
ern Kingdom and those who 
dwelt in the Southern Kingdom. 
Isaiah is believed to have pro­ 
phesied over a period of forty 
years, at the end of which he 
suffered martydom. The theme 
of most of his utterances was 
that the Hebrew nation is a 
vineyard carefully planted and 
protected because of the serv­ 
ices God expected from his peo­ 
ple. But the vineyard brought 
forth not good grapes but wild 
grapes which were a worthless 
product. 
Isaiah compared this wine- 
yard to the Southern Kingdom, 


The descendants of Abraham, 
God’s chosen people, had been

set aside by God for his most 
significant revelation. Through 
the descendants of Abraham 
God would disclose to the world 
His nature and purpose. Every 
civilization in history has ap­ 
peared to make some contribu­ 
tion of permanent value to hu­ 
man life. We look at the age in 
which we live, learned and sci­ 
entific in every respect, yet con­ 
fronted by problems, such as 
atomic warfare and pollution, 
which may some day pose the 
question as to whether humanity 
can continue to inhabit the plan­ 
et Earth. 


Divine Presence 
Christians and non-Christians 
look upon Jesus as the culmina­ 
tion of God’s purposes for man­ 
kind. The Bible from beginning 
to end emphasizes the fact that 
after creation the divine Creator 
did not go away and leave his 
creation alone, In some way, not 


We can be sure that God has 
purpose in his creation. His con­ 
tinuous requirement is that we 
live our lives under the moral 
requirements which He has set 
forth explicitly in the passages, 
of the Bible and in the person 
of Jesus Christ. When the end 
conies, shall we or our descend­ 
ants have lived up to God’s re­ 
quirement of righteousness? We 
are put on this planet for a pur­ 
pose. We cannot play fast and 
loose with the divine require­ 
ments of that purpose. When 
people refuse God’s love when 
they call evil good and good 
evil, put darkness for light and 
light for darkness, put bitter for 
sweet and sweet fur bitter, then 
they are preparing the world 
for judgment. 
This lesson deals, among other 
things, with the so-called “ un- 
forgiveable sin.” Many people 
experience lifelong anxiety lest 
they have committed the unfor- 
gi vea ble sin. But there is no rea­ 


son why they should experience 
this anxiety. The people who 
have committed and are contin­ 
uing to commit the unforgive- 
able sin are not in the least 
worried about their behavior. 
Jesus declared that when men 
come to the place where 'they 
look upon evil and call it good 
and look upon good and call it 
evil, then they are unable to re ­ 
pent and unable to receive God’s 
gift of salvation. It is not that 
God would withhold salvation 
from anyone but that He can­ 
not give it unless certain right­ 
eous requirements are met. 
We must put God first and 
keep Him first. We m ust look 
upon our own sin and the sin of 
the world and acknowledge' it to 
be real. Salvation is the gift of 
God. He is anxious to confer it 
upon everyone. But He can only 
confer it upon those who con­ 
fess their sin and strive to ach­ 
ieve righteous living. Christians

place and salvation results.

Indian Towns

SOBROOM, India (AP) — On 
the western side of the Feni 
river, the villages in East Pa­ 
kistan 
are 
destroyed 
and 
deserted. 
On the eastern side in India, 
nundreds of thousands of refu­ 
gees driven from their homes 
by the civil war in East Pakis­ 
tan are packed into makeshift 
camps. 
Sobroom and Ramgarh, just 
100 yards across the river, both 
had populations of 5,000 until 
two months ago. Now Sobroom 
has about 20,000 residents, most 
of them refugees, and Ramgarh 
has almost no qne left. 
From March 25, when civil 
war broke out in East Pakis­ 
tan, until May 2 Ramgarh was 
controlled by the followers of 
secessionist, leader Sheik Muji- 
bar Rahman. Then the Pakis­ 
tani army moved in and, ac­ 
cording to eyewitnesses, shelled 
the city and machine gunned 
anyone who had not fled across 
the river. 
Today, visitors to Sobroom 
see no sign of life in Ramgarh, 
except for a few stray dogs and 
an occasional soldier on patrol. 
Only the district headquar­ 
ters, occupied by the army, and 
the charred ruins of shops and 
homes remain. Many coconut, 
palm 
and 
mango 
trees 
are 
without 
leaves—burned 
away 
by fires that swept the city dur­ 
ing the army attack. 
Refu­ 
gees are still pouring into Sobr­ 
oom from outlying areas and 
officials do not know where 
they are going to be able to put 
them all. 
The town’s only two schools 
have 
both 
been 
closed 
in­ 
definitely to provide room for 
the refugees, 
Others 
are 
housed 
under 
large tents where people live so 
dose to one another there is no 
free space.

Indiana Told To Expect Cutback 
In 1972 Federal Highway Aid 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Gov. 
Edgar D. Whitcomb has been 
advised to expect a 10 per cent 
cutback in federal highway aid 
in 1972 because Indiana has ig­ 
nored 
tough federal billboard 
requirements. 


But the Transportation 
De­ 
partment Thursday offered to 
consider an appeal from Indi­ 
ana, which would lose about 
$8.6 million, 
if the threat is 
backed up. 
Transportation 
Secretary 
John A. Volpe told Whitcomb 
and 
governors 
of four other 
states by registered letter to 
expect the cutback in their fis­ 
cal 1972 highway aid allocation. 
Governor’s of Georgia, Kan­ 
sas, Montana and South Dakota 
also got cutoff letters from Vol­ 
pe. 


Indiana and the other states 
might avert the penalty by fil­ 
ing suit in federal district court 
challenging Volpe’s decision or 
calling emergency sessions of 
their legislatures to pass the 
necessary laws cracking down 
on billboards. 
If levied, the fines, totaling 
about $36 million for the five 
states, would represent the first 
time the penalty provision of 
the 1965 Highway Beautification 
Act has been used. 
A transportation Department 
spokesman in Washington, D.C. 
said the five states were singled 
out for 'penalties because their 
legislatures did not meet this 
year or adjourned without pass­ 
ing adequate billboard laws.
